Cornell did this out of consideration 
for Mrs. Cleveland, who did not care to 
come to the courthouse at Trenton.

The will is in Mr. Cleveland's own 
handwriting, and makes no disclosures 
as to the extent of his wealth. 

After some minor bequests and the 
gift of $10,000 for each of the four 
children, the remainder of the estate 
is left to Mrs. Cleveland. In his will 
Mr. Cleveland expreesed the desire to 
be buried in the place where he died, 
and that the body should not be re- 
moved unless it should be absolutely 
necessary in order to have it repose 
by the side of his wife.

ON CONVICTS 


Committee Declares 561 Con- 
victs Are Farmed Out, in 
Violation of Law.

The penitentiary committee in their 
report, which was read before the sen- 
ate on yesterday morning, pointed to the 
fact that five hundred and sixty-one 
misdemeanor oonvicts were being farm- 
ed out or sold to corporations or pri- 
vate individuals. which ts a direct vio- 
lation of the law. The committee also 
charged that many of the deputy ward- 
ens had formed a habit of receiving 
fees from the contractors, which, in 
many cases, exceeded the salary paid to 
them from the state. 

Other objections of thecommittee Were 
to the effect that the convicts themselvég 
were poorly fed; that they were required 
to sleep on unclean beds, and the work 
demanded of them was too hard. An 
extract from the report reads as fol- 
lows: “ 

“The felony convictae are properly 
clothed and fed. humanely treated, and 
the laws of the’state, together with the 
rules of the prison commission, are com- 
plied with at alj except the following: 
Bibb Brick Company, Cherokee Brick 
Company, Royster Guano Company, Ste- 
vens Pottery Company and Une 
road camp,. all located in Bibb county. 
The compiaints against them are that 
the quality of the food is poor and badiy 
prepared, the beds and clothing are not 
clean. and at the brick companies the 
men are worked tov nard at.the brick 
machine in loading brick.’ 

* Other Camps Criticized, 


Other complaints were 
the Chattahoochee Brick Company, 
Fulton county; Lookout Mountain 
vict camp, Richmond county road cap, 
Jones county road camp, Monroe county 
road camp, Spalding county road camp, 
Floyd and Fulton county road camps. 

It wag stated in the report that tie 
first tour of inspection was made iast 
November, and that since that time sub- 
committees had visited many of the 
camps in April of this year, and that @ 
considerable improvement was noted in 
the condition of the several camps. 

The penitentiary commission was corn- 
mended for its work, and it was stated 
that efforts will be made at once to cor- 
rect the improper methods of manage- 
ment and the penitentiaries and camps 
will be conducted:-in the future accord- 
ing to law. 

No doubt the report sudimitied 
figure in the argument on the convict 
lease question when it claims the atten- 
tion of the genera! assembly in the near 
future. '

BETTER BALING 
IS ADVOCATED 


Railroad, Compress, and Cot- 
ton Men Confer Before 
Commission. 


Improvement in the methods of bal- 
ing and handling cotton, so as to in- 
sure the greater protection of _ the 
staple while en transit, was discussed 
by a number of railroad, compress and 
cotton men before tne railroad com- 
mission yesterday. 

Among those who appeared before 
the commission were Harvie Jordan, 
president of the Southern Cotton As- 
sociation: John Nisbet, of the Savan- 
nah cotton exchange; J. 8. B. Thomp- 
son, of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany; @am Brown, of Albany; Mr, Sim- 
mons, of the Dublin Compress Com- 
pany, and Mr. Kittredge, a writer on 
textile subjects. 

All the gentlemen present agreed 
that some reform in the present cotton 
bale was necessary for the protection 
of the farmers, the common carriers 
and all who dealt in cotton. 

Mr. Nisbet pointed out that no other 
staple received so litthk care and pro- 
tection from the time it left the farm- 
er’a hands until it reached the spin- 
ner. Mr. Nisbet is a native Scotch- 
man, who studied the cotton business 
in Egypt and has for forty years been 
a cotton merchant in this country. 

The object of Chairman McLandon In 
calling this conference was to en- 
deavor to set on foot a movement 
which would crystallize the sentiment 
in favor of better cotton baling. The 
logs and damage to cotton in unpro- 
tected shacks, on station platforms 
and at places of transshipment would 
largely be obviated if a better system 
of wbaling and covering could be de- 
vised.

Many learned and distinguished phy- 
sicilans were present to address the mem- 
bers of the house and senate upon the 
important issue. 

Among those who made addresses were 
Dr. Willis Westmoreland, president of 
the state board of health; Dr. Oecertel, 
of Augusta; Dr. R. Kime, of Atlanta, 
and Dr. Claud Smith, city bacteriologist, 
of Atlanta. These physicians, by facts 
and figures, peinted out that about 10 
per cent of all the deaths in the state 


, Were caused by tuberculosis; that 65 per 


cent of the existing cases occurred {in 
individuals between 18 and 26 years of 
age; that 2,000 deaths occurred in the 
State every year from this disease alone; 
that being caused by the tubercula ba- 
cillus that the disease can be prevented, 
and that statistics showed olearly that 
between 66 per cent and 78 per cent 
of cases already developed can bé cured. 
Santtarium Is Necessary. 


Dr. Oertel, nm an earnest address, ex- 
piained why from an economic a6 
well as a humanitarian viewpoint a 
sanitarium should be established in the 
siate. 

It was pointed out that these sanita- 
riums had been established in Massachu- 
setts and many of the northern and 
western states and that five of the gouth- 
ern states—Alabama, Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Missouri and Louisiana—had defi- 
nitely begun the fight against the dread 
disease by the establishment of sani- 
tariums, while Georgia had apparently 
made no effort to meet the urgent situ- 
ation. 

It was shown clearly that the disease 
can be cured by proper treatment in 
Georgia just as easily as in New Mexico 
or Colorado, 

Dr. Kime stated that he thought that 
the real facts about the disease should 
be taught in the pubile schools and tiat 
one of the requirements of the teachers 
should be that he or she knew thow to 
prevent and to treat tuberculosis, so 
that the public would be educated upon 
the subject, 

Dr. Claud Smith Talka, 

Dr. Clatid Smith gave a very touching 
example stating that at this time there 
is a young lady who has inciplent’ tu- 
bearculosis. From her agpearance no 


_one would suspect that she was so af- 


flicted, and if she had a sanitarium to 
which sbe could go for treatment in a 
short time she could be cured entirely. 
whereas now, being a working girl and 
of Httle means, she is unable to go to 


any other state, no sanitarium being in} 


Georgia, and the consequences are in- 
evitable that she must grow weaker and 
weaker until she dies from the disease. 
Dr. Smith eald thet this was only one 
of hundreds of cases in the state. 

Many interesting facts were brought 
out py those who addressed the meeting, 
and an earnest plea was made for the 
appropsiation necessary to begin this 
work in the state of Georgia.

Concubinage between whites and 
blacks made illegal; kidnaping made a 
felony; the governor empowered to at- 
tack the titles of land worth many 
milliong and alleged to have been 
wrongfully obtained from the state 
about half a century ago; destruction 
of the above-ground cisterns of New 
Orleans, familiar landmarks of the city, 
which are to be replaced with a munic- 
ipal waterworks system; and theater- 
goers prohibited from leaving their 
seats during acts. A child labor law 
was enacted prohibiting girls between 
fourteen and eighteen anfl boys be- 
tween fourteen and sixteen from work- 
ing except between the hours of 6\a. m. 
and 7 p. m. Children under fourteen 
cannot work at all. The age of con- 
sent was raised from sixteen to eight- 
een years.

Howell for Vice President. 


(From The Savannah Press.) 

The boom for the Hon. Clark Howell 
for vice president in Denver should 
prosper. Mr. Howell presumably 1s per- 
sona grata to the Hon. William J. Bry- 
an and {gs certainly so to the people of 
Georgia. He is editor of The Atlanta 
Constitution and for eight years has 
been a member of the national demo- 
cratic committee. He is one of the 
original Bryan men in Georgia, and in 
1896 fought the free silver fight which 
earried the state and the south for the 
Nebraska candidate. 

No man has more friends in Georgia 
and no man has a larger persona] fol- 
lowing. Mr. Howell has been speaker 
of the houee of representatives and 
president of the state senate. Why 
should not the south have second place 
on the ticket? Both times that Mr. 
Bryan has run for president the south 
has furnished the great bulk of the 
electoral votes. Then the south is en- 
titled to second place on the ticket. It 
would be a mistake to have the vice 
president come from the west, seeing 
that the first place is likely to be mo- 
nopolized by that section. Of course, 
New York wants to have the second 
place and the politicians from that state 
are playing the game very shrewdly. 
They went to Denver in the guise of 
opposition delegates and were careful 
to see that the state convention should 
not instruct them. Arriving on the 
ground they e«ommenced to ‘‘shovel 
snow” and get busy. They pose as antl- 
Bryan men and have played their little 
game very well. What they want to 
do is to secure second place, inasmuch 
as Taft's running mate is from New 
York. ._ The New York men will go over 
in a body to the Bryan band wagon 
as soon as they are assured of second 
place. No one doubts that. The action 
of their leaders indicates it. But New 
York hag not gone democratic in a pres- 
identia] election for sixteen years. Gro- 
ver Cleveland, In 1892, was the last 
democrat to capture its electoral vote. 
Mr. Bryan lost it both times, the state 
having been carried by Major McKinley 
two times and Colonel Roosevelt carried 
it over Judge Parker four years ago, 
even though New York had the first 
place on the democratic _§ ticket. Is 
there really anything to make by giving 
the second place to the east? 

Now, if our reasoning is correct, and 
the south deserves the vice presiden- 
tial prize, surely Georgia ought to have 
it. Georgia Is the largest state east of 
the Mississippi! river. [It {!s the most 
solidly democratic of the solid south. 
We really don't see why Georgia should 
not have this plum. There was a great 
deal of discussion about giving the 
south the first place on the democratic 
ticket, and, by the way, there is strong 
argument to sustain this, point: but 
since it has been decided that this nom- 
ination ¢hall go out to the prairies, the 
south at least should have the second 
Place, and Georgia of all the south is 
fully deserving of that honor.

When the question of appointing 
a vigilance committee came up Mr. 
O’Brien quit. ‘TI won't be a party to 
any sort of spying,’’ he declared. ““‘We 
must conduct our campaign in an 
above-board way.’’ 

The Law and Order League is organ- 
ized for the purpose of “cleaning Sa- 
vannah of the blind tigers,’’ and other 
things that are allewed to exist here. 
Mr. O’Brien ran on the law ond order 
ticket for county commissiqner and 
Was defeated. The leagus issued a call 
to clean young men to join the vigi- 
lance committee and this elicited a sar- 
castic response in a newspaper card, 
which called on all “ctean young men 
to come and be spies.’’ 

Rev. W. L. Pickard, D. D, pastoz of 
the First Baptist church, will deliver 
a warm response, it is stated, to the 
writer of the card at a public meet- 
ing to be held Tuesday night. Then 
the purpose of the vigilance commit- 
tee will be announced.
